in the presidential campaign of 1904. There are numerous other 
complications and ramifications, which will give great zest to the 
>hio campaign and make it an object of interest for the present 
ederal administration. Among other things are the two mayoralty 
elections in Ohio ihis spring, which hare deep significance for. the 
>emoerats. Tom. Johnson, now mayor of Senator Hanna's home 
own of Oleveland, and a Democrat of the Bryan stripe, is running. 
or mayor again. Mr. Banna is embarrassed by that campaign, b«- 
cause it will affect the fortunes of his favorite candidate for gover- 
nor, Col. Myron T. Herrick. If Johnson wins again, as seems possi- 
ble, it wjUL.be something of a blow to Mr. Banna and also a blow 
o Col. Berrick, whom many of the Ohio Republicans do not wast 
as their gubernatorial candidate.
